Tourists Turn To Quebec 
toric and 


LAK® CITY, Fis., April 1 —With 
the first exodus from the sun-haked 
shores of Florida comes the opening 
of the national touring season. 

Motorists are gradually finding 
their way beck north, as the 
snow recedes from the ground and 
the trees come into bloom. In a 
few weeksathey will have settled 
themselves for the northern sea- 
son, only to start soon after on 
tours across the continent. 

For the present, one way is open, 
for the tourists from the south, so 
that they may continue to enjoy the 
beauties of nature in ite sublime) 
eeason. That route leads up from | 
Yhis city, the gateway of Florida, or 
Jrom New Orleans, on through At- 
lanta and along the Appalachian 
range of mountains as far as Quebes. 

Yew routes surpass this in va- 
riety of scenery and in_ historic) 
grandeur. Here are mountain roads| 
and level stretches, both kinds re- 
vealing immense expanses of land- 
&cape. ; 

Through Historic Country 

Nearly every epoch in American) 
history 1s recalled as the motorist) 
passes places that lived in the his- 
tory of the United States and were 
dominant even before the time of 
the constitution. The recoliections 


seem to grow in age aus the tour 
stretches farther north, ending in 
Quebec, perhaps the oldest and 


quaintest part of the continent jn 
view of the route. 

Yet there is a strong contrast to 
this historic background, in the 
modern nature of the roads. For of 
the 2,400 miles traversed from Lake 
City to Quebec, of from New Orleans 
to the Canadian border, 8&5 per cent 
fe fully improved, a great part of it 
by concrete pavement. Hardly a 
stretch can be called unimproved to 
the extent of being impassable. 

The route from Florida leaves 
Lake City. goes up to Madison and 
turns off through. Thomasville, 
Ga. Then it turns northward again 
through Albany, Americus and 
Thomaston to Atlanta. 

Krom New (Orjeans, the motorist 
follows almost a direct route, first 
siong the Jackson Highway to Mer- 
idian, Mass., then northeast through 
Tuscaloosa and Birmingham, and 
east along the Banhead Highway to 
Atlanta | 

At Atlanta these two routes con- 
verge and go on northward to Ashe- 
ville, N.C., in the widst of a national | 
park area, by way of Gainsville, Bry- 
son City and Waynesville. Here he) 
enters an attractive resort district, 
turrounded by mountainous peaks, 
some of the highest in the east. 

He goes on from Asheville through 
Johnson City, Tenn., Bristol, Roanoke 
and Staunton, Virginia, into another 
entransing landscape, one carrying 
historic recollections of colonial days 
with the beauties of nature. 

Here the ride of General Sheridan 
is reversed. this time by auto, on 
through Winchester, Va., and then 
up Into Hagerstown, Md. The famous 
battlefield at Gettysburg is passed 
as the motorist travels along through 
to Harrisburg. Pa., and proceeds to 
Sunbury ond Scranton. 

From the Pennsylvania border, 
the motorist turns northeast and 
enters another epochal are& in the 
history of this country, that of Ti- 
conderoga. and Saratoga, with their 
memories of the French and Indian 
end the Revolutionary Wars. 

Past the Adirondacks. 

He enters this district after pass- 
ing Ringhampton, N.Y.. and reach- 
ing Schenectady, a short distance 
from Albany on the Hudson, Here he 
reaches the picturesque Mohawk 
valley ond drives past the historic 
lakes George and Champlain, with 
their wealth of resorts, to the Cana-

dian border at Montreal. 

A short run along the St. Law- 
rence river, and the end of the jour- 
néy finds the tourist in quaint and 
historic Quebec.
